The truth is, that our representative 
form of government ig breaking down 
and the whole machinery of it is going 
to the scrap heap.

“our ancestors’ denied them the right. 
Recognizing the inefficiency of their 
representatives in congress, they en- 
courage the man with the ‘Big stick.” 

The people are not al) patriotic and 
capable—-the electorate containg ‘‘men 
charged with iarceny, riot, gambling,” 
and other crimes, as Judge Callaway 
charges, but it is a pretty good set of 
average folks and is constantly getting 
better. And the ratio of the criminal 
element in it is, let us believe, about 
the same as it is in the United States 
senate, which is our ‘“‘choice bunch of 
noise of popular sentiment.” The truth 
is that no state in the world has a 
braver, purer, more incorruptible set 
of judges than those that preside over 
the superior courts of Georgia, and, as 
the judge says, every one of them has 
been put in office by the people.

“Most questions and matters of gov- | 
ernment the people cannot handle with 
wisdom, justice and, moderation.’

business in this country, and I for one 
have no sort of doubt but that in 
every emergency he will “be there with 
the goods.” It is going to be bad for 
the plundering corporationg who have 
robbed the people through the ma- 
chinery of our ‘representative form 
of government,” but it is going to in- 
sufe the possibility of our finding our 
posterity here, should we be allowed 
to come back, a thousand years from 
now. 


In the meantime, since Judge Calia- 


way hates to see this movement and! 


since nothing on earth can arrest it, 
it is his duty, in order to a lessening 
of the evile which he fears, to do all 
that he can to make the average of 
patriotism and morality among the 
peop!e just as high as he can. Let 
him preserve in his efforts in behalf 
of education in the state of Georgia 
and take courage. The people are not 
going to make any modern Socrates 
drink “‘pizen” any more. As we elevate 
the standard of intelligence among 
them,.they will gradually quit killing 
each other. We will reform our laws 
relating to the conduct of criminal 
trials in good time. We wil'—do not 
doubt it—at some time, nearby, 
change our whole attitude towards 
crime and criminals. Why, very re- 


cently, the people forced their repre- 
sentatives to quit farming out our 


criminal population. 

And about the Georgia Railroad 
strike, which Judge Callaway makes 
his climax of the symptoms of the de- 
cadence of our institutions, why— 
maybe It won't happen again.

An Independent Judiciary. 


Conceding that many judges, despite 
present adverse conditions, boldly de- 
nounced crime from the bench and re- 
fused to tolerate suspicious characters 
On juries, Judge Callaway proceeded: 

‘An independent, unfettered judi- 
ciary, selected in the manner furthest 
removed from the Influence of popu- 
lar clamor, public prejudice or private 
interest, with long terms and salaries 
commensurate with the labors and re- 
sponsibilities of their position, is the 
most essential requisite in our state 
for the suppression of crime, enforce 
ment of law, and perpetuation of local 
self-government. 

“The salaries should be high enough, 
and the terms long erfough, to elimi- 
nate all possibility of political con- 
tamination, and such as to warrant 
and demand the consecration by our 
ablest lawyers of their life-work ft¢ 
the service of their country on the 
bench. 

Constabulary Appotnated by Judges, 


| 


“These trial judges should be cicthed 
with more power and charged with 
more responsibility in the enforcement 
of the 
crime. They should be given the right 
to appoint, remove and punish depu- 
ties, bailiffs and other neace officers in 
their circuits, and there should be a 
sufficient number of these officers to 
disperse mobs, appre- 
enforce the mandates 
of the courts, and generally to suppress 
lawlessness in whatever form it may 
appear. 


“after clothing the judge with thesa: 


hold him responsible for en- 
forcement of the law in the circuit, 
and, if he fails or abuses his power, or 
is weak or corrupt, let the chosen rep- 
resentatives of the people impeach or 
remove him from office.” 


Reforms in Procedure. 


Judge Callaway held that sheriffs 
elected every two years could not be 
relied upon for a stringent enforcement 
of law, and outlined specific legal re- 
forms as follows: 

“In the trial of persons charged with 
crime, the state should be given the 
Same number of ‘strikes’ as the de- 
fendant, and both given a sufficient 
opportunity to secure an impartial 
jury. The present iaw, giving the de- 
fendant twice as many strikes as the 
state, rests upon no sound reason, and 
must have been intended to increase 
the defendants vhance of éscape 
through the possibility of a partial 


jury. 

“The right of the defendant to testify 
n his own behalf under the form of a 
statement, with no sight of cross-ex- 


amination, and without restriction by 


the rules governing the admissibility 
of evidence, which statement is count- 
ed as evidence by the jury, but not in 
determining the order of argument, Is 
not only illegal, but an unfair advan- 
tage to the criminal over society, and 
doeg not exist in federal courts. Cross- 
examination under contro] of the court 
will not incriminate an innocent man, 
and it should not be the province of 
law to protect the guilty by the exclu- 
sion of truth. 


Merit, Not Technicalities. 


“The rules of evidence should be 
modified, and made more libera] in the 
interest of truth Why should a man 
arrested on suspicion and found with 
a concealed weapon be Immune from 
conviction for his crime because his 
individual rights have been violated 
by an illegal arrest? The citizen can 
be protected against unlawful seizure 
Or search without stultifying the law 
in the Investigation of truth or the 
punishment of crimes. 

“The technicalities of procedure 
should have less weight in setting aside 
verdicts. Our reviewing courts should 
be controlled more by the merits of 
the case as shown by the evidence and 
less by technical errors on the trial, 
many of which had nothing to do with 
the verdict. 


Reform in Appellate Court. 

“Give the reviewing courts more 
power and charge them with more 
responsibility in passing upon the mer- 
its of cases, especially criminal cases. 
and where the trial hag been fair, and 
the verdict right, let it be speedily 
enforced, regardless of technical errors. 
Or, where the verdict is wrong, or 
doubtful, or the trial has been unfair. 
and the record so discloses. let the 
court send the case back with specific 
mstructions, and let there be an end 
to litigation and the clogging of the 
courts with repeated trials of the same 
case.

States rights he contended for, de- 
claring that without the right of states 
to regulate corporate affairs and physi- 
cal operations within their borders 
there would be no effective legislation. 

“The cherished ambition of the ad- 
ministration to broaden the federa) 
government’s powers is a continuing 
menace which all patriots should 
dread, resist and rebuke,” he cried dra- 
materially. 

When he referred to the recent in- 
creases in rates by the railroads and 
the subsequent withdrawal of the ad-/! 
vances after conferences between the 
railroad presidents and President Taft, 
Mr. Adamson grew sarcastic. 

“It was ugly in the corporation mag- 
mates to upbraid the administration 
for an alleged violation of a promise 
to legalize traffic. agreements,” he 
said. 

Gracious for Ratlroads to Withdraw. 

“Tt was unkind to embarrass the ad- 
ministration at a crucial point by try- 
ing to advance rates by unlawful 
agreements on the ground that the ad- 
ministration was about to permit legis- 
lation which would not live up to 
that promise. It was gracious, then. 
for the magnates to withdraw their in- 
creases until legislation could be com- 
pleted in consideration of a ‘square 
deal.’ 

“There is no reason nor justification 
to inject into this legislation the ad- 
ditional commission affording to the 
administration the double and unfair 
advantage of an opportunity both to 
place favorites in office and to intimi- 
date and to bleed the corporations into 
contributing to the republican cam- 
paign fund, but the administration fat- 
tens on that kind of porridge.’

PLANNED BY BAR

solidateCountyandCity 
Criminal Courts.

Congressman Thomas W. Hard- 
wick Again Uses Up Large 
Part of the English Language 
in Addressing Thomas E. 
Watson. 


Washington, June 18.—(Special.)— 
Representative Hardwick has sent the 
following letter to Hon. Thomas H#&. 
Watson: 

“Whenavessel is ploughing its way 
through a sea, either of water or mud, 
it is often important to determine its 
location, and in order to do so it is 
necessary tocarefully consult the com- 
pass and take the exact bearings. 

“So with public controversy. It is 
always important to bear in mind who 
started the controversy and how it 
started before its merits can be fairly 
appraised or its termination accurately 
predicted. 

“When I made my first public speech 
in this year’s campaign, at Lincolnton, 
on April 25, in it I made no reference 
whatever to Mr. Watson, except to read 
to my audience certain highly . eu- 
Yogistic editorials about me from his 
pen in 1906, 1907, and 1908. Nota word 
did I say about him. And yet, in his 
‘Jeffersonian of May 5, in ‘reporting’ 
the Lincolnton debate he saw fit to in- 
dulge in a good deal of cheap humor 
at my expense, sneeringly referring to 
™me as ‘little’ Hardwick and stating that 
I had been ‘fairly eaten up by Evans 
and Eive.’ and ‘walked all over by 
Eve.’ I cared nothing whatever for 
this, and did not lose a single wink of 
sleep over it.

Washington, June 18.—President Taft 
signed the railroad bill at 10:15 o’clock 
tonight shortly after his return from 
Pennsylvania.

ON SOOCHOW UNIVERSITY 


The following interesting report on 
the Soochow university was made 
by a special committee at the confer- 
ence of the Atlanta district, Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South: 

To the Atlanta District Conference of 
the M. E. Church, South: 


Your committee on Soochow univer- 
Sity begs leave to report that there 
1S SO much to be said in favor of said 
university, and its hearty and liber- 
al support by the church, and especial- 
ly by the North Georgia Conference, 
that it would require too long a re- 
port to set forth in proper commenda- 
tion what should be known by every 
memoder of the church, but Atlanta 
has lately had the privilege of hear- 
ing Dr. D. L. Anderson, the president 
of Soochow university, set forth the 
claims of said university upon all who 
believe in the gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, and have thought that 
lt would be well to report an ab- 
stract of what he said, although it 
will but feebly express the convinc- 
ing argument made by him on the 
words of the great commission as his 
text. Dr. Anderson, who has been 
pastor and presiding elder in the North 
Georgia Conference, and a member of 
Trinity church, in 1879 felt so deeply 
the call upon him to “go,” that he 
consulted not with flesh, but aban- 
doning brilliant prospects at home, 
left home and friends, and with his 
wife and baby faced trials and hard- 
ships innumerable, seen and unseen, 
that he might preach the unsearcha- 
ble riches of Christ in the far-off land 
cf China. After laboring for near- 
ly a score of years with as great a 
measure of success as could attend 
missionary labor—under then existing 
conditions, it wag demonstrated to 
him and other laborers in that field, 
that if China, with its four hundred 
millions of souls, was to be brought 
to Christ, it would be through Chris- 
tian education ag a, means of fulfill- 
ing the divine comm!ssion to teach 
all tiations. 

And so in the fall 
sionaries in China realizing the abso- 
lute necessity for united and concen- 
trated effort in the establishment cf 
a university school or college there, 
if the cause af missions itself was to 
be advanced and prospered, “decided 
to unite all the higher cducational 
work of the mission in Soochow, and 
there build up a universi*vy with lit- 
erary, theological and medical depart- 
ments. other departments to be added 
as deemed expedient.” This step se- 
cured the frienAly ronsideration of 
the higher classes, and they not only 
made it possible tc secure a favorable 
location for the estaolishment of the 
university, burt they contributed the 
equivalent of $10,000 in 7011, in May. 
1900. the board of missions approved 
the plan for che university and elect- 
ed a board of trustees and secured a 
charter from ‘the state of Tennessee, 
under which the tinivefsitv was or- 
ganized. and on March 8, 1901, cpened 
a school with three American and 
three Chinese prof>ssors by the 
12th of December, 1991, 
pered that the trustees were alie 
contract for the first building—-since 
then contributions both in the United 
States and China have enabled the 
trustees to provile facilities capable 
of accommodating ‘18 students. but 
greater facilities are imperatively 
needed, which it will require £109,900 
to supply, and it will be ‘h« great 
privilege of this district on the 18th 
of September next to have an oppor- 
tunity to supply one-fourth of the 
needed amount. 

Dr. Anderson who. from 
ning, has been the president of the 
university and yice president of the 
board of trustees. and who has given 
the best powers of a great mind and 
the unstinted labors of a »sowr?rcul 
physical manhood at great pecuniary 
sacrifice, to the establishment ond 
upbuilding of the university. iis made 
it plain to all who have had the priv- 
ilege of hearing him, that no invest-

ment ever made in missionary effort 
has done more for the Christianiza- 
tion of a people than has the Soochow 
university; and he made it equally 
Plain that no better investment could 
be made for the glory of God, the 
g00d of the people, and the best in- 
terests of our church than for the 
$100,000 to be raised and expended in 
the improvement of some vacant prop- 
erty in Shanghai, which is held for 
the university and the income from 
which, when improved, will be suffi- 
client to sustain the university without 
help from the mission board. The 
property is in the foreign concession 
at Shanghai and consequently safe 
Living any possible trouble in the em- 
pire. 

Lynchburg has contributed $25,000, 
Norfolk $20,000, Danville $5,000 and 
surely the Atlanta district will not be 
derelict. 

But above all, Dr. Anderson made 
it plain that inasmuch as western civ- 
llization had made inroads on a high 
civilization, in which great moral 
teaching was made prominent and un- 
der which China, for over 2,000 vears 
has existed, while Assyria, Babylon, 
Greek and Roman empires have risen. 
fallen and passed away, it was the 
duty of the west to give China every 
opportunity to know of Him who Is the 
heart of our best civilization and 
whose teachings, by reason of the 
fact that He is a living Christ, are 
better adapted to their needs than 
those of their great Confucius, whose 
teachings as a mere system of mo- 
rality are very much like the Sermon 
on the Mount. 

The educated and governing classes 
have been reached through the unf- 
versity, and the men who are largely 
to influence the actions of 400,000,000 
people are being graduated from the 
university and many more would at- 
tend the university if it could accom- 
modate them, and the power for good 
that could be exerted, and would be 
exerted by the Chinese students and 
graduates of such an institution as 
the university is, in its curriculum 
and methods of instruction, is in- 
calculable. 

Dr. Anderson's belief which he im- 
presses on the Chinese mind is that 
the only lasting safety of any people 
is in the knowledge of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and so the Bible ts taught 
with the full approval of the govern- 
ing officials. 

At the last commencement the gov- 
ernor of the province and the commis- 
sioner of education each made address-

The administration railroad bill, drawn 
by Attorney General Wickersham, at 
the direction of President Taft, and 
introduced simultaneously in both 
houses of congress three months ago, 
differs in many essential respects from 
the measure originally introduced. A 
number of provisions in the original 
bilf have been stricken, and some pro-. 
visions not.in the original draft have 
been inserted. , 

The principal features of the bil! fol- 
low: 

The creation of a court of commerce. 

The appointment by the president of 
a commission to investigate questions 
pertaining to the issuance of stocks 
and bonds by railrcad corporations. 

A provision forbidding railroads 
charging a larger sum for a short than 
for a long haul, when the lesser dis- 
tance Is included in the greater. 

The Commerce Court. 

The business for. which the com- 
merce court is conatituted is to try 
cases brought up on appeal from the 
interstate commerce commission. The 
manner in which it is to be organized, 
its judges and other officials selected, 
its duties and powers exercised, are 
set forth in complete detail in the ratn. 
er voluminous bill. 

The official title of the railroad bill 
is “An act to create a commerce court, 
and to amend the act entitled ‘An act 
to remulate commerce, approved Feb- 
ruary 4, 1887, as heretofore amended, 
and for other purposes.” 

The new United States court ig ty 
be known as the commerce court. 

The jurisdiction of the federai court 
shall.extend to the following cases: 

“3. All cases for the entorcement, 


otherwise than by adjudication and col. 
lection of a forfeiture or penalty or by 
infliction of oriminal punishment, >f 
any order of the interstate commerce 
commission other than for the payment 
of money.

While the jury was out Phillips re- 
mained by the side of his wife, who 
had been with him 4 ring the entire 
trial. One of higf ons was also in 
the court room. Several of Mrs. Phil- 
lips’ lady friend# were also present, 
Phillips appeared to be perfectly un- 
concérned while the jury was making 
up a verdict, smoking cigarettes and 
laughing and talking with his friends, 

A member of the jury stated after 
the vwerdict was rendered that when 
they retired, they at frst stood ten for 
not guilty and two in doubt. It seems 
that it took overtwohoursto convince 
the two doubtful jurors that the ver- 
dict should be “not guilty.” 

More Evidence for State. 

When court convened in the morning 
the state introduced evidence in re- 
buttal.

The Long and Short Haul Clause. 


Section 8 contains the long and short 
haul provision, about which much has 
been said.

That section 4 of said act 
to regulate commerce be amended 580 as 
to read as follows: 

“Sec. 4. That it shall be unlawful 
for any tommon carrier subject to the 
provisions of this act to charge or ré- 
ceive any greater compensation in the 
aggregate for the transportation of 
passengers, or of like kind of property, 
for a shorter than for a longer dis- 
tance ov2r the same line or route in the 
same direction, the shorter being in- 
cluded witnin the longer distance, or to 
charge any greater compensation as 4 
through route than the aggregate of 
the intermediate rates subject to the 
provisions of this act; but this shall 
not be construel as authorizing any 
common carrier within the terms of 
this act to charge or receive as great 
compensation for a shorter as for @ 
longep listance: Provided, however, 
That upon application to the interstate 
commerce commissicn <uch common 
carrier may in special cases, after in- 
vestigation, be authorized by the com- 
mission to charge less for longer than 
for shorter distances for the transpor- 
tation of passengers or property; and 
the conimis3ion may from time to time 
prescribe “he extent to which such 
designated common carrier may be re- 
lieved from the operation of this sec- 


tion.’’ 
It is provided, further, that there 


shall be no changes in rates within six 
months. and none later unless there is 
some reason for the change other than 
the desire of the roads to eliminate 
water competition. 

Section 9 provides pehalties for fail- 
ure or refusal of carriers to file schéd- 
ules and give notice when same shall 
go into effect; or for failure or refusal 
to comply with any regulation adopted 
by the commission; or for failure to 
furnish in writing to any shipper rates 
on a particular shipment. If any ship- 
per suffers loss in consequence of such 
omission, or the misquoting of a rate, 
the carrier shall be liable to a penalty 


of $250. 
Section 10 provides penalties for re- 


— sation 11 strikes out the specific 
language of the present law as to the 
character of subjects about which 
complaints may be filed before the 
commission, and substituted broader 
provisions, and authorizes the commis- 
sion to make investigations on its own 
motion to the same extent as if com- 
plaint had been filed. 

Section 12 sets forth that after full 
hearing, if the commission decides that 
any individual or joint classification 
rates or charges, or any practices 
whatsoever, are unjust or unreason- 
able. the commission shall have the 
right to prescribe what rate, classifica- 
tion or practice is fair and reasonable. 

Orders of the commission are to g0 
into effect within a reasonable time, 
not less than thirty days, and continue 
for not exceeding two years, except or- 
ders for the payment of money. 

The interstate commerce commission 
is given authority “upon its own initia- 
tive without complaint’ to suspend 
new rates for not longer than ten 
months. It ig also given power to make 
through rates and joint classifications.

Common carriers are prohibited from 
giving information regarding ship- 
ments or the destination of shipments, 
to the competitor of the shipper or any 
other person except the consignee. 

Section 13 amends section 16 of the 
present act, and authorizes the com- 
mission to award damages.

provided: 

“The copies of schedules and classi- 
fications and tariffs of rates, fares, and 
charges, and of all contracts, agree- 
ments, and arrangements between com- 
mon carriers filed with the commission 
as herein provided, and the statistics, 
tables, and figures contained in the 
annual or other reports of carriers 
made to the commission as required 
under the provisions of this act shall 
be preserved as public records in the 
custody of the secretary of the com- 
mission, and shall be received as prima 
facie evidence of what they purport "to 
be for the purpose of investigations 
by the commission and in.all judicial 
proceedings; and copies of and extracts 
from any of said schedules, classifica- 
tions, tariffs, contracts, agreements, ar- 
rangements, or reports, made public 
records as aforesaid, certified by the 
secretary, under the cpmmission’s seal, 
shall be received in evidence with like 
effect as the originals.” 

Section 14 provides what reports 
shall be made to the commission. De- 
tailed reports shall contain all the re- 
quired statistics for the period of 
twelve months ending on the 13th day 
of June in each year.

That no interlocutory in- 
junction suspending or restraining the 
enforcement, operation, or execution of 
any statute of a state by restraining 
the action of any officer of such state 
in the enforcement or execution of such 
statute shall be issued or granted by 
any justice of the supreme court, or by 
any circuit court of the United States, 
or by any judge thereof, or by arty dis- 
trict judge acting ag circuit judge, 
upon the ground of the unconstitufion- 
ality of such statute, unless the ap- 
plication for the same shall be present- 
ed to a justice of the supreme court of 
the United States, or to a circuit judge, 
or to a district judge acting as circuit 
judge, and shall be heard and de- 
termined by three judges, of whom at 
least one shall be a justice of the su- 
preme court of the United States or a 
circuit judge, and the other two may 
be efther circuit or district judges, and 
unless a majority of said three judges 
shall concur in granting such applica- 
tion.

The old Scotch Laird in the Heart 
of Midlothian said these words: “Jock.

Which lands sell first. the bare old 
field or the pretty, shaded tract?

As near as the thing 
can be reduced to a formula, 50 cents 
Invested in trees will amount to $59 
in increased land values when the time 
comes to sell off in lots. Where land 
is alr@€ady in timber, the trees should 
be thinned out, all the saplings taken 
out, the pines removed so as to let the 
noble oaks grow. Leave the best trees 
about 25 feet apart, and later on thev 
should be thinned out more so as to al- 
low free growth and expansion of limb 
for the best specimens.

Calcutta, 1910.—The farmer is 
the big man of the United States. 
He is a_i bigger man _ in _ India. 
There are 200,000,000 of him, and 
he forms the backbone of the 
country. Today he is comparatively 
quiet. The great unrest which:is go- 
ing on is mostly among the other 
classes. It is fomented by the profes- 
sional men, clerks and graduates of 
the government schools, whose walk- 
ing delegates are rnoving about among 
the agricultural masses and stirring up 
trouble. One of John Bull's biggest 
problems to keep the farmers at- 
tached to the gove:;"nment, and the 
British officials are doing all they can 
to this end. 

I spent an hour the other day at the 
agricultural department. talking with 
its secretary, Mr. J. O. Miller, as to 
pome of the movements. He tella me 
that the government is awake to the 
Beeds of the farmer and to what is be- 
ing done for them in other countries.

Je speaks highly of our work along 


euch lines, saying that the United 
States leads the nations and that India 
is taking lessons from us. 

Mr. Miller tells me that every 
province of this country has now its 
agricultural department and -agricul- 
tural schools. Each is making a study 
of its own peculiar conditions, and 
doing what it can to improve them. 
Nearly ,all have experimental farms, 
and are distributing seeds. Mamy are 
making studies of the insect pests, and 
pot a few are trying to breed up the 
stock of their respective territories. 
At the top of the system is an Inspee- 
tor general of agriculture, who acts as 
adviser to both imperial 
and provincial governmenta, and the 
chief agricultural experts of the coun- 
try have been combined with a board 
ef agriculture, which meets at certain 


; 


times to discuss the farming situation 
and submit recommendations as to its 
improvement. Agricultural colleges 
have recently been established in Mad- 
ras, Bombay and the united and central 
provinces, and there are farming 
branches in nearly all the industrial 
schools. 
Started by an American. 

“Our modern agricultural movement,’ 
said Mr. Miller, “‘was practically be- 
gun by an American. As far back as 
1892 we have had a government ex- 
pert to advise us as to matters of 
agricultural chemistry, and we had be- 
gun some work along other lines when 
one of your millionaires, a Mr. Henry 
Phipps, of Pittsburg, came out to In- 
dia. He was a friend of Lord Curzon, 
and as such he spent some time here 
at Calcutta. 

“During his visit he became inter- 
ested in the condition of the farmers 
and in the terrible famine which now 
and then overrun parts of this country. 
He believed such things could be 
largely avoided by the improvement of 
our farming methods, and he gave a 
donation of $150,000 to start an agri- 
cultural school and farm here in Ben- 
gal. These were arranged for by a 
council of state, consisting of Lord 
Curzon, General Lord Kitchner and 
other men of experience. Some of the 
ablest experts were hired and an up- 
to-date agricultural college establish- 
ed. The fund originally given by Mr. 
Phipps has been added to until we 
have now expended something like 
$600,000 in building up the institution. 
There is an experimental seed improve- 
ment station connected with it, and 
also a cattle-breeding farm. There are 
laboratories of various kinds, and in 
them chemists, bacteriologists, ento- 
mologists, horticulturists and botan- 
ists. We have a department there for 
veterinary surgeons. The school is

as adapted to our specia] needs. It is 
at the top of such institutions in the 
country, and many of its students are 
graduates of the provincial agricultural 
colleges.”’ 

Indigo Improvements. 

“These agricultural schools are mak- 
ing valuable’ discoveries,” continued 
Mr. Miller. “Take the indigo crop. 
This was once profitable, and we had a 
monopoly of the world’s product. Then 
the Germans invented a patented col- 
oring matter called synthetic indigo. 
It was made of chemicals and could be 
sold more cheaply than our indigo. It 
was driving the Hindustan dye out of 
the markets when we discovered that 
by new methods of cultivation we 
could increase the yield s9g that we 
could compete with the Germans, and 
our planters are now making money. 
We had at one time competition from 
America. In your colony days you took 
to growing the plant and manufactur- 
ing the dye, but you soon found that 
other crops paid better, and the Indian 
production revived.” 

“What is the extent of the 
farms?” I asked. 

“They have fallen off considerably 
within the last twenty years. We had 
more than 1,000,000 acres under cultiva- 
tion ten years ago, and ten years be- 
fore that about 2,000 square miles. 
These areas have been gradually re- 
duced, until they are now not more 
than one-half the extent of a decade 
ago. Many of our planters are now 
resuming the business, and we have 
perhaps farms to the extent of 200,000 
acres in Bengal along.’ 

Making New Cottons. 

“Are you doing anything as to your 
cotton?” 

“Yes. 
and studying our soils and climatir 
conditions in connection with it. Wwe 
raise, you know, a short staple. cotton, 
and our farmers find it more rrofitable 
in the long run. We are trying to im- 
prove the staple by see? selection and 
by cross fertilization, It is difficult to 
persuade the farm“rs to make such ex- 
periments, althcugh they are ready to 
take up anything that will pay. The 
cotton crsp is one of our big money 
crops. ~The planters can always get a 
read, sale for it, and they raise it to 
Sy>ply the money needs of the family 
just as our people raise wheat, even 
though other things-may yield better. 
At present we have something like 
20,000 square miles under cotton. The 
demand for the product increases and 
we have a large export of our raw 
material to Japan and Germany. Much 
of that sent away belongs to our 
coarsest and shortest fibers. They are 
especially good for mixing with wool, 
and for that reason they bring better 
prices than cotton of a _ superior 
quality. 

“Our cotton industry received a great 
impetus at the time of the civil war in 
America. Your cotton was then shut 
out of the market and the prices went

The men put in charge of 
them came from England, and as a 
rule they were little better than gar- 
deners. When the war was over and 
you again monopolized the market, 
these farms wére taken over by the 
government and made experiment sta- 
tions. Some of them are in existence 
today.” 
India Versus the United States. 


‘Will you ever compete largely with 
us as to cotton?” 

“We are always competing, but I 
doubt whether we shall ever be able 
to seriously affect your cotton in the 
Furopean markets. We profit when 
you have a short crop and we come 
next to you among the great cotton 
producers of the world. Our acre- 
age, however, is limited, and we do not 
grow as much per acre as you do. A 
fairly good yield here is 400 pounds 
of seed cotton. We usually raise two 
or three million bales of 400 pounds 
each, and in some years we have 
raised almost five millions.” 

“How do you grow cotton?’ 

“The planting is done by sowing the 
seed broadcast or drilling it in. We 
have machines which will drop two 
rows atatime. We first coat the seeds 
with a plaster of cow dung, mud and 
water. This covers the fuzz and they 
pass through the tubes without clog- 
ging. Our cotton is worked ~- ¢veral 
times. The best of the farmers give 
the plants two weedings. The blos- 
s0Oms come forth aleng in October, and 
the lint is ready for picking in Janu- 
ary. The picking season lasts until 
April, 2 

“We are now raising some Egyptian 
cottor in the Sind, and are experiment- 
ing there also with American seed. 


We are investigating the crop (Poth kinds do well, but it fs a question 


whether the American does not do bet- 

ter. The Sind has now about 200,000 

acres under cotton; there are some- 

thing like 2,000,000 acres in the native 

states, and about 5,000,000 are con- 

trolled by the government of Bombay.” 
The Wheat Crop of India. 

“Tell me something about your wheat 
crop?” 

“We are increasing the area and our 
facilities for handling the crop. We 
have now something like 25,000,000 
acres in wheat, and the greater part 
of that is in the northern part of the 
country and especially in the Punjah. 
Most of the wheat goes to Karachi for 
shipment to Europe. It is taken from 
the farms to cars and shipped, without 
storage in elevators. Indeed, it Is a 
question as to whether the elevator 
system is not what we need. That is 
a live question in India.” 

“How much does your wheat yield 
per acre?’ 

“On our irrigated lands we can raise 
from 20 to 30 bushels, but the crop 
must be carefully cultivated and ma- 
nured, and it must be watered three or 
four times. We sow in October and 
harvest in March. In most localities 
it is reaped with sickles; it is thrashed 
with bullocks and winnowed in the 
wind. Much of the plowing is done 
with wooden plows, and altogether 
the cultivation is primitive. 

“Our agricultural stations are now 
doing all they can to introduce mod- 
ern machinery. They advise the use 
of tron plows and of reapers and 
thrashers. They show the farmers how 
to use such machines and encourage 
competitive trials on the part of the 
dealers in the different makes. 

“We are also testing as to arti- 
manures. India produces but 
little barnyard fertilizer. The drop- 
pings of the cattle are used for fuel, 
and the average peasant gives almost 
nothing back to the soil. The stations 
are distributing léaflets describing im- 
proved farming and giving sugges- 
tions. Yet it is difficult to make the 
ryots, as our farmers are called, un- 
dertake any new methods or try new 
seeds.’’

the milk used by the natives comes 
largely from buffaloes. Some of our 
finest cattle are from the north, and 
especially from Rajputana. Mysore 
has some fine breeds, but the cows 
are poor milkers. There are also good 
cattle in Madras, and in Central India. 
One of the best milk breeds comes 
from the Gir hills and others are from 
the Sind, where they are owned by Mo- 
hammedans, who drive them in herds 
from one jungle pasturé to another. 
The Punjah has good dairy cows, but 
those of Bengal are poor. 

“We are having trouble in improving 
stock of this kind. The Hindoos look 
upon the cows as sacred. and keep 
them when they are maimed, old and 
worthless and give no return for the 
fcod they consume. This reduces the 
grazing for the younger animals. We 
bave tried to improve the stock by 
distributing fine bulls to the district 
boards, but so far no valuable results 
have been reached. We find that the 
half-breed cattle are more subject to 
diseases, and we now have veterinary 
departments in each province. We have 
also government breeding farms stock- 
ed with cows and bulls of the pure na- 
tive breeds. Upon one of these a thou- 
sand cows of one breed are maintained. 
In Mysore the best breed of cattle has 
long been kept up by the state.” 


“Have you many fine horses?” 
“Our horse breeding is chiefly for the 


army. We have government farms, and 
several hundred stallions which are 
distributed to the districts where 
horses are bred. We find that the 
Arabs and thoroughbreds form the 
most desirable sires. We have also 
thousands of registered mares. Horse- 
breeding is encouraged by prizes of- 
fered at fairs, and by the purchase of 
good stock by the government... We 
have altogether a million’ or so of 
horses and ponies in India. We are 
also breeding mules for military pur- 
po@es and have something like 500 
donkey stallions, many of which have 
been imported from Cyprus and Italy. 
We get them also from Spain, Persia 
and America. We have about 25,000 
pony mares and a large number of 
donkey mares as well. 

Opium and the Chinese Market. 

Our conversation here turned to the 
efforts of China to abolish the use of 
opium, and I asked Mr. Miller whether 


, this would not seriously affect poppy 
farming in India. 


“Most assuredly it will,” was hte re- 
ply. “If China stops using the drug 
the greater part of our opium farms 
will be wiped out and we shal! lose 
a large revenue. We have agreed to 
cut down our production and to  re- 
strict our importations to China !f the 
Chinese government can show that it 
is really in earnest in abolishing the 
opium evil. As it is now we are get- 
ting a revenue of about twenty-four 
million dollars per annum out of opium. 
The loss of that sum will mean much 
to the government. It will also mean 
the cutting down of the government 
service, as we have a number of em- 
ployees who control the crop and 
manufacture it for shipment abroad.” 

“lHiow is the opium handled?” 

“In British India it is a government 
monopoly, and it is also raised in the 
native states. Ag to the product of 
the latter the government does not in- 
terfere, but it allows no opium to comés 
into or pass through the British terri- 
tories without payment of duty. 

“The amount of jand under such cul- 
tivation is comparatively small. in the 
British territories it is not much more 
than 1,000 square miles, or about equal 
to your state of Rhode Island. The gov- 
ernment decides what fields may be 
planted in poppies and restricts these 
to certain sections of Benga] and the 
Tinited provinces. The cultivators re- 
ceive advances to. enable them to pre- 
pare the ground and raise the poppies, 
but are bound to sel] their whole crop 
t»> the official agents at the govern- 
ment’s price. They send it to the fac- 
tories, where it is prepared for the 
markets. It ig there put up In chests 
and shipped to Calcutta, where there 
are auction sales monthly for export 
abroad ”’ , 

India’s Opium the Best. 

“Why does China, which raises opium 
itself, take Indian opium?” 

“Because our opium is the best of 
the world. We have one kind called 
Malwa, which brings in something like 
$8,000,000 a year. As to the Chinese, 
we have agreed to stop sending them 
oplum if they will stop using the drug 
in the space of ten years. They must 
also stop raising opium. We have be- 
gun to carry out our part of the con-

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DUNNE’S SAFETY AEROPLANE 


DOES THE WORK OF A BIRD 


London, June 18.—(Special.)—A new 
era in the science of aviation is opened 
up by a remarkable flight made over 
Sheppey by Lieutenant J. W. Dunne, 
who'for more than nine years has been 
experimenting with a view to the 
achievement of automatic stability tm 
the air. 

Mr. Dunne claims to have attained, 
his object in this flight, which took 
place on Friday. It was witnessed by 
several members of the Aero Club, in- 
cluding Mr. George, Mr. Travers, Mr. 
Colmore and Mr. Horace Short, the last 
two of whom followed the biplane ina 


motor car. 

“The machine flew 2? miles entirely 
without control,” said Mr. Dune yes- 
terday, in describing the event to @ 
representative of The Express. “Up to 
this time each fltgeht by an aviator has 
been an individual feat of skill. He 
has had to work his planes, making 
constant use of levers, in order to main- 
tain stability. 

Machine’s Instinct. 

‘The difference between those per- 
formances and a flight where stability 
was maintained automatically, as in the 
case of a bird, is obvious. The latter 
marks the irtrod@uction of the safety 
aeroplane.’ / 

Lieutenant Dunne has practically the 
field to himself in the experiments of 
real “bird” flight. The theory is that 
as a bird flies it makes no effort to 
preserve its equilibrium. [t adjusts 
itself by instinct to changing wind 
conditions. 

An albacross, it ie said, can fly while 
asleep, and it Is on the principle of 
albatross flight that Licutenant Dunne 
has been work'ng. 

The shape of his biplane. which 1s a 
full-sized machine, is similar to that of 
the broad arrow.. The planes slope 
back in a V from the prow. 

Each plane is a rectangular strip 
with the surface of part of a cone. 

“This conical surface is the secret of 
the automatic stability,” Lieutenant 
Dunne declared. “The effect is that 
the aeroplane simply balances itself in 
the air, end maintains a constant 
speed at a constant angle. There is no 
necessity to balance the machine either 
sideways or forward—tt neither 
pitches nor rolls. 

“There are two wing flaps, one at 
the end of each plane. These are used 
solely for changing the course—acting 
as elevators and rudders. 

“The flight from Eastchureh on Fri- 
day took place in a wind of 10 miles an 
hour. After a short run, the machine 
rose at once to a height of 12 feet, 
leveled itself without the _ slightest 
oscillation, and started off toward 
Leysdown. 
All By Itself. 

“TI moved the levers of the small 
wing flaps slightly in each direction 
to make sure the machine answered. 
They were then placed fin a normal po- 
sition, and I ~ one absolutely 

e care of itself. 
 novered the 2 miles in a bee line, 
rising slightly. It felt strange merely 
to sit there and do nothing. The sen- 
cation was like being in the bows of a 
steamer forging oteadlily ahead over & 
very deep translucent lake, with an 
sbsence of switchback motion. 

“Soon I found myself nearly level 
with the summit of Cape) Hill, 
and I decided to pass over it and re- 
turn by Eastchurch village. 

oe moved the levers of the steering 
flaps for a distance of 2 inches, and 
held them in a fixed position. The bi- 
plane then described very slowly part 
of a broad circle without skidding or 
sinking, for about a third of a mile. 

“This proved that if the steering 
flaps were fixed in position, an aero- 
plane possessing automatic stability 
would, of its own accord, describe con- 

uous circles. 
at fo “4 I had misjudged my alti- 
tude, 80, using the flaps 4s elevators 
for the first time, I jumped 4 fence and 
alighted in a field on the other side. 

Nine Years’ Study. 

Lieutenant Dunne, who is the son of 
Genera] Sir John Dunne, first took up 
the scientific story of. bird flight early 
in 1901, at the instance of Mr. H. G. 
Wells, the author of “The War in the 
we" is a young man of about medium 
height and slight build, and is keenly 
interested in metaphysics. 

When Lieutenant Dunne went out to 
the South Africa war for the second 
time he left his notes with Mr. Wells, 
and he resumed the study of flight In 


Meaty the next year he designed a 
triplane, and a few months later dis- 
covered a form of wing which fitted 
in with his theory. Mr. Wells showed 
his notes to Lord Rayleigh, who has 
all along taken pb’ interest in Lieu- 
nt Dunne’s work. 
rhe new model was accepted by the 
war office in the spring of 1906 as 
the basis for official experiments, 
which were continued with large 
models throughout the following sum- 
mer. The construction of a full-sized 
biplane was begun in the autumn of 
the same year. The aeroplane in which 
Lieutenant Dunne made his flight on 
Friday was on the same principle as 
fois earlier machine. 
The biplane was completed in the 
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spring of 1907, and ag the war offia 
wished the experiments to be absolute 
ly secret it was taken to Blair Atholl 
on the Duke of Atholl’s estate. 

Lieutenant Dunne explains that hy 
stipulated for a 24-horse power motor 
but he could only get 15-horse powe 
out of that supplied by the war office. 

The machine wag tried as a glides 
the experiments taking place on thi 
sides of the Scottish mountains. Colo 
nel Capper made the first ascent. Liew 
tenant Dunne was on half pay during 
this period, and owing to heart troub] 
he was, he states, under agreeme 
with the war office not to make flight 
personally.

The first glide was successful, and {j 
order to press matters forward thi 
motor was mounted and the machin 
run down a plank on the movwntais 
slope. The run, however, was defec 
tive, and the machine went over thi 
side and was slightly damaged. 

Experiments were continued at Bla 
Atholl in 1908, two machines havin 
been eonstructed—one a small ma 
carrying glider, and the other exact] 
similar to the 1906 machine, but mount 
ed on wheels and with a slightly mon 
powerful motor. 

Gliding was 
small machine, 


carried on with th 
chiefly by Lieutena 
Gibbs, wno is now flying a Farmai 
aeroplane. Glides—one of which, bj 
Lieutenant Gibbs, extended for mo 
than 400 feet—were made in winds pt 
30 miles an hour without moving thi 
steering levers. Captain A. D. Cardet 
assisted at these trials. 

The power machine was tested In thy 
park at Blair Castile, and numbers qa 
“{umps” were made by Lieutenan 
Gibbs. 

The war office experiments wi 
aeroplanes were subsequently dropp 
owing to a policy of “wait and see, 
and in 1908 Lord Tullibardine forme 
the Blair Atholl Aeroplane Syndicate 
under whose auspices Lieutenan 
Dunne has continued his work a@ 
Sheppey. 

The present biplane was constructed 
with a motor of 50 to 60-horse poweg# 
It is of much heavier build than its 
predecessor. 

Lieutenant Dunne, who started hi 
flights this year, met many difficulties 
but early in April he made an afj 
journey of about 700 yards. The late 
stability of the machine, he says, w 
perfect, and after a further flight 
£00 yards he made considerable alterea 
tions in the balance of weight. 

While other aviators have been cre 
ating records, he has been quietly 
working at the details of his machine.

_ Sympesium in Which Negro 
' Ministers Express Gratitude 
for Aid, and Declare That 
the Negro Race Prays for the 
White Man’s Help in Its De- 


liverence. 


In a remarkable symposjum, The 
Constitution today presents the views 
of representative negro ministers of 
Atlanta, with regard to the stand 
taken by this paper that it is incum- 
bent upon the white churches to safe- 
@uard southern civilization by looking 
to the religious and moral uplift of 
the negro. 

With not a dissenting voice, the ne- 
groee here writing testify that the 
strong sustaining arm of the superior 
race is indispensable to rescue the 
other race from the menaces of crime 
and deterioration now facing it. 

In the main, the communications are 
based upon an approval of the state- 
ment of I. Garland Penn, the negro 
writer, in a recent issue of The Con- 
Stitution, as follows: 

“Please hear me, white friends, this 
time: Until my people, who, when 
treated kindly, delight to serve you, 
cease to be your servants, dotng your 
cooking, washing, ironing, nursing, 
your chores and portering—yes, until 
they cease to walk the streets, through 
your homes, handle what you eat, what 
you wear-—not until then, and pray 
that it may never come, will you be 
free from the influence and contamina- 
tion of what ignorance, vice and de- 
Pravity does for our people. For every 
Prerogative dear to the south, of what- 
ever kind or character that is an es- 
sential, it pays to save a negro in spite 
of his color. Help us to lift them up, 
or they prove tons of pig iron and 
SOFEy logs to our southern chivalry 
and civilization—a constant menace of 
the peace and a disgrace to us who trv 
to do right. live right, attend to our

Says a third, in analyzing the causes 
underlying the racial problem. 

And throughout the symposium run 
practical suggestions The Constitu- 
tion prints for what light they shed 
on a situation difficult at the best to 
fathom.

His appeal 
to the best white people of the south 
s approved by all right thinking and 
elf-respecting negroes in our city. 

I have been connected with Gam- 
mon Theological seminary for seven- 
teen years and my observation and ex- 
perience convince me that if ever the 
negro race is fully eleyated, the best 
and most kindly of the whites in the 
south must take a prominent hand in 
the work. Inquire, if you please, 
among us, and you will find that the 
negro churches and schools and ben- 
evolent institutions would welcome the 
cooperation of the whites in training 
the young and fitting them for serv- 
ce in any and every capacity. 

Rut how shall it be done? Here are 
gome practical suggestions: 

1 Let the white ministers of our city 
nvite the negro ministers once a 
month to their meetings to exchange 
thought upon the moral, social and re- 
ligious improvement of the race. 

9 Let the negro ministers invite the 


white ministers to preach and lecture 

r them frequently. 
nr May there not be found tm our 
ity a large company of your Christian 
adies and gentlemen who would con- 
ent to comeé into the negro churches, 
nd teach Sunday school classes and 
assist in conducting meetings? You 
have a vast number of workers, but 
we are lacking in properly trained 
workers. We need your help. 

4. May we not have lecture courses 
n ow institutions of learning in which 
he Christian leaders of the whites shall 
i,ke prominent part. Two years ago 
we organized such a‘ lecture course in 
seminary and 
among the speakers were: Governor 
Northen. Drs. White, Belk, Roberts. 
Evans, Lee, Eakes, Bishop Candler and 
cthers. We have also invited Hon. 
Clark Howell, Governor Brown, ex- 
Governor Smith and others. 

Such a course would give the negro 
tudents the benefit of the great 
thoughts that hold sway among the 
whites. It would also help to bring 
us into. mutual relationship of brother- 
liness and drive out suspicion. 

5. Let some of the south’s best blood. 
as in the case of Dr. Walker in Au- 
gusta, offer to some of these schools 
their services as teachers. Finally, the 
negro should be saved in order to save 
the civilization of the white man. 

The high souled negro laments the 
crimes of the tower classes among 
them and they believe in good govern- 
ment. But, the negro should be saved 
and elevated for his own sake, seeing 
that he is a mam, though a very im- 
perfect one (that he an immortal 
spirit and for him Christ died and he 
should be saved for the glory of Christ. 

I regard your editorial upon this 
question as undoubtedly the most far- 
reaching of your many strongly writ- 
ten articles. You have come to the 
heart of things. Both of us are here, 
let us away with sentimentality and

Editor Constitution: Any solution, or 
approach to a solution, of this problem 
can only be arrived at after a careful 
study of the negro as a race, represent- 
ing the extreme of civilization and em- 
bracing in its history only the most 
primitive form of living. Without art, 
without literature, without cemmerce, 
without government and lawy, the 
characteristic marks of advancement 
6f all nations, their progress must be 
and is predicated upon their contact 
with the white man.

It cannot 
fail to make the whi people realize 
they have been woefully remiss in their 
duty to these unfortunate people. I, 
myself, coming from the north, know 
of existing conditions there, where the 
white people provide ways and means 
for the colored people to rise above 
their erstwhile pathetic conditions and 
fit them to hold positions of respon- 
sibility and trust. In the north they 
have long since realized that educa- 
tion and occupation are diametrically 
opposed to ignorance and idleness, 
therefore crime. Are they not show- 
ing great foresight in devoting their 
money to building of schools and col- 
leges instead of jails and reforma- 
tories for the improvement of this neg- 
lected race? 

We know it is almost entirely north- 
ern capital that built and is maintain- 
ing Tuskegee Institute; likewise Spell- 
man Seminary, which was founded and 
almost solely maintained by Mrs. Spell- 
man, mother of Mrs. J. D. Rockefel- 
ler; Atlanta University, ett., are all 
beneficiaries of far-sighted northern 
philanthropists. 

With all the rapid strides that the 
south is making in all movements that 
stand for civic and moral pride and 
progress, I feel safe in predicting that 
the “Atlanta Spirit’ will soon lead the 
way in providing for this helpless race. 

Judge Hopkins’ plan of having white 
men administer religion to the colored 
people would doubtless be a great 4m- 
petus to the cause of their reform. 

For colored boys in particular; I 
would like to see a bays’ club estab- 
lished, very similar to that now flour- 
ishing so successfully for white boya, 
also a summer camp for them, where 
amid wholesome and capable leader- 
ship, they would be taught the funda- 
mental principles necessary to the 
making of an American citizen.

ple in our beloved southliand how they 
could help in the uplift of the masses 
of our race, and in that help them- 
selves. 

In the beginning let me say that 
this great debate is yielding a world 
of good in the frankness and candor of 
the discussion; in the recognition of 
some progress in the race by the rep- 
resentative white men and women who 
have written upon it; and, as such, an 
encouragement to those of the race 
who are trying to go upward. It is 
arousing the negro to the need of 
larger effort upon his part to go after 
his people, as. well as the opportunity 
of the Christian white people to aid 
him. 

The hour, therefore, was never more 
apportune than now, for a forward and 
concerted movement in which Chris- 
tian people of both races, “to the 
bridge of social separation,” may en- 
gage in some large way for “the reach- 
ing of the unreached” negro. By way 
of diversion it is well to add that sen- 
sible negroes are agreed upon the 
“bridge of sogjal separation,” so it 
need be no element in this, or any 
other discussion to frustrate God's pur- 
pose in the noble evork you have be- 


gun. 

The “Reaching of the Unreached,” 
you will remember, was the slogan of 
the Negro National Young People’s 
Christian Congress, which met here in 
1902, and that some tangible forward 
movement in which the brain and 
heart of the white man and black man 
may be knit together by God’s love, 
to pull from the jaws of the impend- 
ing “ABYSS’—to which Chief Jen- 
nings, as perhaps no other living man 
in the city can better see—the “half 
heathen” is going. 

We are awake to it, friends. Help 
us more! How? I have nothing new 
or sensational to offer. Sensation, con- 
fusion, who shall be first and who last. 
who shall be honored and who shall 
not, has no plece dn this, God’s busi- 
ness. The watchword is “service.” 

Reached en Masse. 

Then first: The children and youth 
of the race are to be reached en masse, 
That’s philosophical, logical and sensi- 
ble. That’s God’s way—preservation 
and rescue, formation and reformation. 
The old way of reaching those negroes 
who are regarded as the saved today 
will save others, if we have enough 
equipment and enough workers. Criti- 
cism, let {it be said, has no place in this 
discussion. Remember the words used 
in my article of May 29: “Let there be 
the minimum of criticism and the 
maximum of help.” Let only the facts 
be stated that we may know where 
we are. 

A few weeks ago an ante-bellum 
negro preacher of South Carolina, 
aristocratic, dignified, polished and 
consecrated, sat about my table and 
tclad my children where he got his 
training in Christianity and manners. 
It was in the home of a South Caro- 
lina white man and woman, who at 
that time owned him; and in many re- 
spects, to be truthful, he showed that 
a better job had been wrought in his 


young people of my race today. There

and pursuing? Isn't, after all, the 
white family in which the woman of 
my race works, in whose carriage the 
man of my race sits, interested in the 
family and house and home of that 
man and woman of my race? It was 
so with the family who owned my 
mother in Virginia, and to this day 
her children cannot and do not for- 
get them. If that one line of Chris- 
tian and missionary activity was pur- 
sued in general, as is true in specific 
cases right here in Atlanta—what a 
revolution we should have here in 
the next ten years! 

2. More schools, and hence better 
equipment, a better paid and larger 
corps of efficient and consecrated 
teachers will help the situation. At- 
lanta is not without her schools for 
colored people, but, compared with In- 
dianapolis, St. Louis, Louisville, Rich- 
mond and other cities, into whose 
schoolg I have gone in my travels, we, 
in Greater Atlanta, have just begun to 
partially meet the demands of our ne- 
gro population. What we are doing is 
good so far as it goes; for some of 
the best and most useful negroes in 
this city have had no more training 
than our public schools afford. This 
ought to be a tremendous justification 
of what is being done, and an incentive 
to do more. The one trouble is the 
extent and scope of the system is in- 
agiequate as applied to the needs of our 
people. : 


Negroes ig Atlanta. 


Approximately, there are 40.000 ne- 
groes in Greater Atlanta. Easily three 
out of every five, or 24,000, are under 
21 years of age. There are actually, 
as given by the state school commis- 
sioner, from 9,000 to 10,000 colored 
children of school age, betwee five 
and eighteen years of age. There are 
only 4,778 children enrolled in the 
public schools of the city, using less 
than ten buildings, only. six of which 
are owned by the city, and of the 
rented ones some have only two rooms. 
The actual enrollment would be con- 
siderably less, except for the fact that, 
I think, there are two sessions a day 
in 31 out of 63 rooms, the first from 
8:30 to 12, with one set of pupils, and 
the second, with another set, from 
12:30 to 4, both sets taught by the 
same teacher. 

With easily from 5,000 to 6,000 negro 
children receiving no educational train- 
ing, the wonder is that conditions are 
not worse than they are! Surely, our 
hustling, busy Atlanta has not stopped 
to think about thier side of things. We 
have been too busy with other things. 


24 We shall sow to the wind of neglect, 


to reap a whirlwind of menace and 
crime; with such conditions continued. 
In Indianapolis, if I am correctly in- 
formed, with not near as large a negro 
population as we have, there are 2,700 
negro children in the public schools, 
with nine brick buildings owned by 
the city, one set of pupils to a teacher 
a day, a high school and an industrial 
department to the entire school system 
for boys and girls.

No wonder Chief Jennings—in this 
respect a prophet and seer—standing 
at the gate by municipal appointment, 
where he, of all may best see the on- 
ward march to the. “abyss” of 3,631 
youthful negroes from under 12 to 20 
annually, in this one city and sound 
the bugle that the “negro is heade 
toward the abygs unless the white 
man aids,” and that if we had the 
proper means of reformation of ju- 
venile negro offenders, we would re- 
duce crime 50 per cent in ten years. 
It’s the truth, and God has raised the 
chief “for such a time as this.” 

The chief’s report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1909, shows a total 
of 3,687 arrests in Atlanta of negre 
youth to 20 years of age, and 5.677 
tween 20 and 30 years. The difficull 
period in any boy or girl’s life is be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 230 years. The 
neglect of negro youth between the 
ages of 15 and 20 is easily accountable 
for the greater and more shocking 
record of today of 7.666 arrasts in on¢ 
year between the ages of 20 and 40, 
The total arrests for one year (1909) 
from the ages of 12 to 40, were 11,303. 
When one remembers that our negro 
population is less than that of our 
white people by 20.000 or 30,000, as the 
new census will doubtless show, yet, 
the criminal record of our people is 
twice and more than that of our whfte 
people, it is time for everybody te 
think, and think’ so vigorously that w¢ 
will act.

If these protesting Georgians were crooks or imbeciles or a 


baker’s dozen in number that argument would stand. 

It happens they are among the most useful, high-minded, law- 
respecting citizens Georgia possesses, and that they come not in 
pairs, but in droveé. 

Any law that hales an army of the commonwealth’s most sub- 
stantial citizens into court to defend those suffrage mghts withheld 
only from the criminal and the unfit is vicious. 

Any law that—as the present one—puts a stumbling block be- 
tween the polls and the honest voter, and offers no added protection 


against the venal voter is contrary to the ideals that have ruled 
this state since the first handing down of the constitution. 

The first requisite in suffrage is purity of the ballot. 

The next is ease, not difficulty, in"exercising the right of suf- 
frage once the qualification is made clear. 

The present law defeats both ends. 

It*closes the registration books A FULL HALF-YEAR before 
the election. The taxpayer’s right to qualify is withdrawn when 
politics is sleeping, when he is busy about his livelihood, long be- 
fore issues or candidates have wakened his interest. 

In Oregon, held by many to be the best-governed, least corrupt 
state in the country, registration BEGINS five months before the 
election, a full month AFTER the registration books in Georgia 
have been hermetically sealed. 

Georgia is virtually THE ONLY STATE IN THE UNION 
that bars access to the polls a full half-year before the election. 
Some states close their books thirty, some sixty, some ninety days 
betore election. The latter period is exceptional. In many states, 
the citizen hag a right to pay his taxes after the registration books 
have closed, and to present his tax receipt at the polls, thus giving 
him the right to vote. : 

No one asks for as much latitude in Georgia, but the state does 
demand a change in the six months’ provision of the present regis- 
tration law. 

A thirty-day limitation would be reasonable. A sixty-day lim- 
acceptable as a relief from the oppression of the present six months’ 
barrier. 

It is possible the present legislature will not take action upon 
the law. 

If it fails to do so, it is certain that the legislature to be elected 
this year will give the people relief for which every section of the 
State is praying. It is doubtful if in a dozen counties of the entire 
146, a candidate could be elected on a platform defending the un- 
pardonable, vote-killing law.

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DATA FOR AN AUTOMOBILE LAW. 


An important measure thc approaching general assembly will 
be called upon to consider will, unquestionably, be one providing 
for a uniform law for the regulation of automobile traffic on Geor- 
gia’s highways. 

The state’s solons last year came within an ace of enacting a 
statute of this nature, and, since they will have before them many 
bills looking to this end, and left over from the previous session, 
there is little doubt that legislation of some nature will be reached 
before the end of the term. 

With this condition in mind, The Constitution®*has collected 
the automobile regulating laws from several eastern and middle 
western states and presents them elsewhere as containing helpful 
suggestions to Georgia's general assembly. 

‘In each instance the states here cited have obtained excellent 
results from their laws. The latter, also, have had a fair test, since 
reference is made to no commonwealth in -which the situation is 
not more aggravated than at present in Georgia. 

For the last two or three years the increasing number of ma- 
chines in the state and the growing practice of long-distance touring

Relief is imperative, not only in the orderly regulation af traffic, 
but as well in the suppression of the abuses which here and there 
serve to bring the vast majority of law-abiding automobilists into 
disrepute. 

Members of the general assembly could invest time to no better 
purpose than by familiarizing themselves with the outline of the 
laws given elsewhere. All of them have been tested by practical 


experience.

Is the fact that the problem of the heathen in America is in- 
tensified for the reason that failure to carry a practical gospel to the 
negro menaces the civilization of the white man. 

One may not touch pitch and escape defilement. 

The race that, as Judge Hopkins says, and whether or not we 
like it, everywhere “eddies and swirls into the body-politic of the 
Anglo-Saxon,” carries in these excursions the disease, the im- 
morality, the criminality and the inefficiency that by the testimony 
of the most merciful and conservative southern white authorities 
eat away like so many cancers at its vitals. 

So long as we dwell side by side with the negro, these evils will 
not respect the social partition we have erected and which we mean 
to keep erected. 

The club women of Atlanta, the mothers and wives, the guard- 
ians of that home which is itself the guardian of civilization, see 
the problem in its real light. Elsewhere, some of the most prom- 
inent are quoted as heartily indorsing the appeal of The Constitu- 
tion and sustaining its call upon the churches. 

By all means raise the $25,000 for Soochow! 
and the money will be well spent. 

But if at the same time $25,000 more were asked to do the same 
work among the heathen at home, in thgy making of better citizens, 
in the substitution for sobriety and decenc¥ for crime, and in 
the protection of our own homes, it would be found that the whole 
sum so wanted would be contributed more quickly than the half 
asked for Soochow alone.

JUDGE CALLAWAY’S FUNDAMENTAL REMEDIE 


Striking at the bedrock of the errors and abuses that threaten 
the efficiency of popular gdvernment in Georgia and other American 
commonwealths, the powerful address of Judge E. H. Callaway 
before the alumnieof the University of Georgia last week has stim- 
ulated state-wide thought and discussion as have few public utter- 
ances in recent years. : 

Addressing himself to the theme of “Local Self-Government,” 
Judge Callaway analyzed the evils that impede the administration 
of government and the functions of the court, and outlined various 
deep-reaching remedies. 

In the haste of editing the copy of Judge Callaway’s address, 
which was received at a very late hour, The Constitution was 
enabled to make only a partial summary of its substance. One of 
the most salient features—his solution of the grim problems sd 
fearlessly discussed—was given’ only scattering treatment. 

Elsewhere The Constitution presents a complete epitome of 
the latter half of his address in which he takes up the evils he has 
outlined, seriatim, and prescribes for each remedies that demand 
consideration, however much or little they meet with universal 
agreement, : 

For many years The Constitution has drawn attention to the 
tragic necessity of so radically reforming our judicial procedure 
as towipe out the majority of these menaces so strongly put forward 
by Judge Callaway; more especially the trying of criminal and 
other kauses upon their merits, stripped of irrelevant technicality, 
and the placing of Society more upon an equality with the criminal 
than does the system now prevailing. : 

Like so many blows from a sledge-hammer come the demands 
from this learned, experienced and conservative judge for the 
identical reforms that The Constitution has all along insisted are 
indispensable to the preservation of popular government in this 
country. ” 

He indicts the inexplicable practice of giving the defendant 
twice as many jury “strikes” as the state. 

He indicts the ruling which admits the criminals statement 
with virtually the weight of evidence, and that protects him from 
cross-examination. 

He attacks the invocation of technicality, rather than merit, in 
adjudicating cases, as the survival of an obsolete practice that 
defeats justice, drains our treasuries and puts a premium upon the 
violation of law. . | 

He especially flays the laxity of law, and its enforcement, that 
permits the pistol-toter to stalk through the land. 

The average newspaper reader in Georgia needs no tutelage 
to be told that these points, and other similar ones so clearly pre- 
sented. are back of the near breakdown of the criminal courts in 
this country, the contempt for law that is increasingly prevalent in 
America, and that perversion of equity that places the wealthy 
criminal above the law, while nailing the criminal who cannot afford 
the luxury of a flaw-finding lawyer. | 

It will be observed that Judge W. A. Covington, of Moultrie, Ga., 
in a communication, also reproduced elsewhere, on the essential 
point sustains the contentions of Judge Callaway in this direction, 
when he declares that “we will reform our laws relating to the con- 
duct of criminal trials—no doubt of that!”

SALOON PROBLEM 


Editor Constitution: As citizens of 
Georgia who love both the good and 
the good name of our city and state 
we wish to thank you most heartily 
for your brave and timely editorial 
of the 17th instant, entitled “Regulat- 
ing the Near Beer Saloons.” 

We especially commend the follow- 
ing sentences: 

“The people of Atianta will not tol- 
erate a situation that invites crime or 
disorder. 

‘Tf near beer saloons in any part 
of the city are incubating criminals, as 
dives previous to prohibition were 
proved to have done, then these saloons 
must go and go at once.” 

These words ring with the crusade 
spirit which is tremendously needed in 
this hour of Atlanta’s civic and moral 
crisis. 

As citizens who believe in the en- 
thronement of law and order we de- 
clare this a crisis from the following 
indisputable facts: 

During the first three months of 
1908, without a single liquor estab- 
lishment, brewery, beer saloon  0or 
otherwise, the police records of Atlanta 
showed only 328 arrests for drunken- 
ness as compared with 1,408 for the 
same period in 1907 under the ol4 sys- 
tem, and in 1910 under the near beer 
system. 
1908 at one time the police station was 
without a prisoner. It was never s0 
before, and has not been since. 

It is plain that this state of affairs 
cannot continue longer without un- 
speakable detriment, not only to the 
present peace and order of the com- 
munity, but even to that reverence 
for law which safeguards our most sa- 
cred institutions. 

We contend that the city council 
should refuse all licenses to near beer 
saloons for the following reasons: 

1. Because it is the unchallenged 
statement before the police committee 
that they are selling real beer contain- 
ing over 4 per cént of alcohol, which 
is an Intoxicating drink, and, there- 
fore, they are in open violation of the 
state prohibition law. 

2. Because these saloons produce 
drunkenness and crime and are, there- 
fore, a nuisance and menace in them-

selves, which the city council has no 
right in prudence or justice to allow to 
exist. 

3. Because the presence of these sa- 
loons affords a cloak for blind tigers 
and an encouragement to the defiance 
of law among our citizens. 

4. Because the example of Atlanta 
in licensing these proven breeders of 
debauchery and crime is hindering the 
enforcement of law in the smaller 
cities and towns of the state; is bring- 
ing reproach upon Atlanta far beyond 
the borders of Georgia, and is discour- 
aging civic reform wherever earnest 
men are fighting the iniquities of the 
saloon.

STANDARD IS ADOPTED 
FOR PACKING PEACHES 


Executive Committee Recom- 
mends Its Adoption by 600 
Exchange Members. 


Manager I. M. Fleming, of the Geor- 
gia Fruit Exchange, has made public, 
in a letter to the trade and the mem- 
bers of the exchange, the action of the 
executive committee, which, at its last 
meeting, adopted a standard basis for 
packing peaches, and recommended its 
adoption by the 600 members of the ex- 
change. All: peaches are to be 
packed under what is known as 
the 2-1 pack, 2-2 pack, 3-3 pack 
and 3-3 pack, which are standards 
the country over. The variation 
in the number of peaches to the crate 
is made in order to have the crates 
packed full and tight. Each member 
who adopts this standard will, when he 
has packed his crate, stamp on both 
ends of ,the crate: “Ga. Fruit Ex.; 
Standard Pack, 102 to 120,” for the 2-1 
pack; 204-228 for the 2-2 pack; 258 to 
288 for the 3-2 pack, and 350 and over 

he 3-3 pack. By employing this 
fdard, the buyer may, at a glance 

F che crates, tell the size of the fruit 

» the crate, the 2-1 pack. of course, 
containing the largest peaches. 

In order to better protect the mem- 
bers, the exchange and the buyers, 
the exchange has named ten exper: 
peach-packing inspectors, who are now 
at work in the peach belt, and who are 
sending in daily reports as to the crates 
inapected. the condition of the crates, 
the weather and the crop. By these 
daily reports the exchange keeps in 
absolute touch with the orchards and 
the fGondition of the pack. By this 
means. Manager Fleming can practical- 
ly guarantee, personally, every car 
handled by the exchange.

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+ $4,000,000 FOR CHICKENS; 


HEHEHE RKHHHHRKHHEHEHHEEHKES 


One phase of the high cost of living 
is appalling when it is known that the 
people of Georgia send out of the state 
$4,000,000 a year to pay for chickens 
and eggs. This drain upon home re- 
sources is wholly useless. It has been 
demonstrated that one acre in chickeng 
will produce more than ten acres in 
any other staple crop. By scientific 
methods and the use of incubators the 
barnyard will yield as much clear 


profit as the farm. 

The advantage of the trained poultry 
grower over the untrained is as great 
as that in favor of the skilled me- 
chanic over the apprentice. Self-made 
chickens multiply too slowly for mod- 
ern conditions. A few lessons by an 
expert given to a Georgia farmer’s 
wife in commercial chicken raising 
would double the income of the farm. 

It is training like this that it is 
proposed to place before the people of 
the state by traveling teachers, to 
be paid from the fund of the legisla- 
tive appropriation being asked § for. 
It is confidently believed that the in- 
terest which will be awakened in 
poultry raising alone by this proposed 
campaign of scientific rural educa- 
tion will save the state within a short 
time the present awful leak of $4,000,- 
000 a year and make Georgia an ex- 
porter of poultry products. Chickens 
now are almost worth their weight in 
gold.

The editorial follows: 

In Behalf of the Rural Housewife. 

Through its educational legisla- 
tive committee the G orgia Fed- 
eration of Women’s “Clubs is ap- 
proaching members of the Georgia 
legisiature, shortly to assemble. 
With a notable plea in behalf of 
the housewives of rural Georgia: 

They propose to amplify the ex- 
tension movement inaugurated by 
the State College of Agriculture, 
as it applies to itinerant schools 
for farmers, by meetings held in 
conjunction with these sessions, 
but planned specifically for carry- 
ing to the women of rural Georgia 
special training along domestic 
lines as the itinerant schaol car- 
ries to the farmer special training 
along agricultural lines. 

It is essential. for this purpose, 
that the appropriations made to the 
extension work of the state col- 
lege be increased by $5,000. 

The general assembly could in- 
vest that amount of the state’s 
money in no direction more prom- 
ising of immediate, substantial re- 
sults. 

The itinerant schools of the state 
college are projected on the theorv 
that the farmer who cannot afford 
to attend the actual sessions at 
Athens, should have the spirit of 
those sessions carried to him. 

Tt is hardly less important to ex- 
tend to the women of rural Geor- 
gia the benefits of contact with 
the latest chapters {in domestic scf- 
ence, home sanitation, nursing and 
other topics that underlie the wel- 
fare of the home and the welfare 
and advancement of the race. 

Tt is the women who are, fn the 
last analysis. the guardians of the 
home, and the promise of no peo- 
ple is greater than the health, the 
efficiency and the purity of the 
home. 

In the cities, the housewife has 
the advantage of continuous asso- 
siations with scientific knowledge 
in its latest forms. Sanitation is ~ 
largely enforced by lega]}emandate. 
And even where She is inclined to 
be lax in applying in the home 
the principles of hygiene and sani- 
tation necessary to giving the ris- 
ing generation a square deal, she 
is roused into activity by the often 
unconscious assimilation of ideas 
and inspiration from those more 
perceiving minds by which she is 
constantly surrounded. : 

In the country these conditions 
are largely missing. The endeavor 
of the federation to supply the 
omission, or at least, to mitigate 
the situation, is comprised of that 
practical patriotism worthy the se- 
rious considerations of the general 
assembly. 

If the prestdent of each federated 
club in the state would take a copy 
of this Club Page to the editor of her 
home paper and request him to re- 
publish the above editorial. or extracts 
from it with his personal remarks up- 
on the subject matier of the bill, it

Miss Mary B. Poppenheim, of Charles- 
ton, &% C., chairman of the committee 
on education, has made a timely appeal 
to all state divisions and chapter pres- 
idents where no divisions exist, re- 
garding the distribution. of scholar-

following from The Confederate Vet- 
eran: 

“The committee on education of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy 
for 1909-10 issues this second circular 
‘to foster the educational! interests of 
the association.’ The plan for 1909-10 
is divided into two parts, viz., General 
United Daughters of the Confederacy 
scholarships and educational work in 
the state divisions. 

“By action of the Houston conven- 
tion all scholarships offered the U. D. 
C. oy managed by them are in the 
hands of the committee on education, 
and& the awarding of such scholarships 
is left witn this committee in confer- 
ence with the committee on education 
of the state from which the student ‘is 
sent. ad 

“This U. D. C. committee requests 
that every chapter and division in the 
U. D. C. make some contribution an- 
nually througn its state chairman of 
education toward a general U. D. C. 
scholarship fund. This fund is to be 
available in connection with the choice 


eral U. D. CC. committee on education. 
The money for this year’s student 
should be in the hands of the treasurer 
general, Mrs. C. B. Tate, Draper, Va., 
by July 1, 1910. — : 

“The scholarship at Teachers’ col- 
lege, Columbia university, New York, 
now being enjoyed by a student from 
Mississippi, will be withdrawn in June, 
1910. All chapters and divisions have 
been notified of this fact in the early 
part of the year by a circular sent out 
to them by Mr. L. R. Schuyler, of New 
York, who has had charge of this 
scholarship for the past two years. 

“Your committee on education has 
replaced this scholarship by # four 
scholarships, the choice of which is 
available for use September 1, 1910— 
viz.: At Vassar College, Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., valued at $150 per annum; at 
the University of North Carolina, 
Chapel Hill, N. C., valued at $60 per 
annum; at the Alabama Polytechnic 


Institute, Auburn, Ala., valued at $50 
per annum; at the University of Ala- 
bama, University, Ala., valued at $60 
per annum. Scholarships two and 
three are open to girls only in the 
junior and ‘senior grades. According 
to the ruling of the Norfolk conven- 
tion, these scholarships are open for 
competition in the state of Florida for 
the year 1910-11. 

“All applicants for the choice of 
these scholarships must be at least 
Seventeen years of age, must be able 
to pass the entrance examination for 
the college for which she applies, must 
be the lineal descendant of a Con- 
federate veteran, and must be in- 
dorsed by the president of the division 
and the chairman of the committee on 
education of her state and must file 
her application with these indorse- 
ments and with her certificates or 
diplomas with the chairman of the 
general U. D. C. Committee not later 
than May 10, 1910. 

“If your division has a committee 
on education, please name chairman. 

“Give number of scholarships your 
division supports, either as a division 
or as individual chapters. Please 
name these scholarships briefly on 
separate lines. 

“State value in dollars of each sep- 
arate scholarship. 

“Each state division Is requested te 
take steps to secure, if possible, a 
donation of one scholarship of free 
tuition in the state institutions for 
its own state division’s use. Failing 
in this, each state division should en- 
deavor to establish and maintain 
scholarships in these state institutions, 
said scholarships to be open to lineal 
descendants of Confederate veterans. 

“Inquiries as to the methods of 
establishing scholarships and promot- 
ing the cause of compulsory and in- 
dustrial education should be addressed 
to Mrs. B. B. Ross, vice chairman, 
Auburn, Ala., member in charge of 
this department. 

In order that your division's work 
for education may be presented at the 
Little Rock convention in November, 
Miss Poppenheim requests every presi- 
dent to answer these questions to her 
before July 15, 1910, so that she may 
incorporate every southern’ state's

TEXAS CONFEDERATE 
. WOMAN’S HOME 


In January, 1905, a site was pur- 
chased in the city of Austin by the 
Texas division, United Daughters of 
Confederacy, on which to build a 
home for wives and widows of ex- 
confederate soldiers. 

The name of ‘Confederate Woman's 
Home” was suggested by Mrs. Cone 
Johnson, of Tyler, and afterward 
brought before the convention by Mrs. 
WwW. FP. Baugh, of San Antonio, and 
adopted.* - 

On September 27, 1906, the ground 
was broken and the four corners 
marked for the erection of this build- 
ing. On November 26, of the same 
year, the contract was iet for a two- 
story cement block building contain- 
ing seventeen bed rooms, reception 
halls, sitting room, passages, hospital, 
bath rooms, large dining room, kitchen, 
pantries, closets, porches, etc. 

The Confederate Woman's Home was 
formally opened June 3, 1908, in charge 
of the board of lady managers, the 
matren and superintendent. Three in- 
mates were admitted on the same day, 
and in a short time the home was filled 
to its capacity by guests sent in by 
the chapters throughout athe state. 

The home has been furnished by the 
chapters and friends of the division, 
and it is abundantly supplied with bed- 
ding, linens and household necessities. 
It is heated with hot air, and is com- 
fortable in every way. 

This institution is under the imme- 
diate supervision of the local board of 
lady managers, which is supported ex- 
clusively by the Texas division, and is 
full to its capacity, and many more 
are knocking for admission.

Mr. Saussy said the 
men asked permission to bury the can- 
non and burn the carriages, but Cap- 
tain Wheaton said no, that the orders 
were to turn everything over, and the 
order should be obeyed literally. 

“Richard Fuller Harmon, company 
color-bearer, signaled to his tentmates, 
one of whom was Mr. Saussy, and they 
slipped away, taking the battle flag ; 
from the staff that was sticking up 
in the ground near by. To the woods 
they hiked, and there Mr. Harmon 
stripped to the skin. Then he wrapped 
the flag around his body and his com- 
rade pinned it, and his dirty under- 
clothes were put on over the flag. In 
this way the souvenir was preserved 
and safely brought through the 
enemy's lines. Mr. Harmon kept the 
flag through reconstruction times ang 
years later presented it to the Chat« 
ham Artillery.”

(“Tariff Taxes and the Cost of Living.” 
by Charles S. Hamlin, in Norman E. 
Mack's National Monthly.) 

Let us consider an example of pres- 
ent importations of lower grade cotton 
cloth imported since the new tariff took 
effect. Take, for instance, an importa- 
tion of eight pieces of fifty-four inch 
cotton covert, costing abroad 13% 
pence, or 27 cents per yard. These 
goods are used for ladies’ skirts, over- 
alls and children’s sults. Under the 
old duty of 85 per cent the eight pieces 
would have paid a duty of $48.34; under 
the new duty it paid eight cents per 
square yard, amounting to $62.88—an 
increase of about 30 per cent. 

Another importation consisted of six 
pieces of fifty-four inch cotton coverts 
used for similar purposes, costing 
abroad 16% pence, or 33 cents per yard. 
The old duty was 35 per cent and the 
amount to be paid on the six pieces 
would have been $32.52. The new duty 
is 10 cents per square yard, and the 
amount actually paid was $42.00, an in- 
crease of 28 per cent, 

In the importations just referred to, 
there were nine different styles of cot- 
tons, covering 33 pieces, and the ag- 
gregate duty under the old law would 
have been $185.64. The duty under the 
new law, which was actually paid, was 
$234.47, an imcrease of 21 per cent. 

One of: the importations embraced 
above was four pieces of fifty-four inch 
mercerized cottons, costing abroad 17 
pence, or 34 cents per yard. The old 
duty was $31.14 and the new duty 
which was actually paid was $41.83, an 
increase of 34 per cent. 

The above, excepting only possibly 
the mercerized goods, are fair samples 
of the goods concerning -which the 
president says that the manufacturers 
were contented with the old rates of 
duty and were making a decent profit. 
They are, also, the goods the president 
presumably had in mind, which, he 
said, were fixed in the new tariff at 
substantially the same rates as under 
the old tariff! : 

When we consider that substanially 
all cotton goods have increased in price 
since the few tariff, we can see clearly 
that something other than higher 
prices of cotton, or increased gold sup- 
ply, has contributed to the increased 
cost and that something is an unjust, 
extortionate tariff taxation.

Almost every home opens on a 
beautiful tiled terrace, which com- 
mands a view of the beautiful harbor 
and the rugged pink-tinged mountains 
jutting upon the other side of it. On 
the broad top of the stone banisters 
inclosing the terrace are always beau- 
tiful flowers, in an infinite variety of 
colors, through which you look down 
on the wonderful harbor below, scat- 
tered over with thousands of strange 
water crafts—steamers, launches, men 
of war, destroyers and countless sam- 
pans and picturesque medieval looking 
junks and “slipper” boats. 

Oh, but you can never imagine how 
fine it feels to be transported like a 
princess by a pair of sturdy menials. 
who take you up hill and down dale— 
wherever you dictate—in a luxurious 
sedan chair. Their bare feet make a 
pleasant “plump-plump” on the pave- 
ment, and the mere sight of their 
splendid forms and fine muscles is a 
joy. You go rocking gently along, 
forgetting that there ever was such a 
thing as responsibility, and dreaming 
over the beauty and strangeness of 
your surroundings; almost praying 
that you will never forget it.

Suggestions for Improving 


Almshouse Conditions. 

After exposing the terrible condi- 
tions prevailing in the county alms- 
houses in New York, Mr. James Op- 
penheim, who contributes his immense- 
ly interesting article to the June 
American Magazine, suggests the fol- 
lowing changes whereby the - condi- 
tions he describes can be ameliorated: 

“First, put the almshouses in charge 
of the state. Centralize the control 
and the responsibility. Our state in- 
stitutions are all modern—the bulld- 
ings are fitted to their purpose, the 


-superintendents are trained, ang@ they 


are run on economic, human and scien- 
tific principles. It is estimated that 
the insane receive fifty times the 
amount and quality of care given to 
the almshouse inmates, and this at a 
less per capita expense. Under the 
state, the best experts could be se- 
cured and could be held responsible. 

“Second, drain the almshouses of all 
inmates not properly thére. Put va- 
grants in jail, idiots in asylums for 
the feeble-minded, the sick in  hos- 
pitals. If this were done, instead of 
50 houses in the state, a dozen would 
be sufficient. This would mean econo- 


‘my and a concentration of enlightened 


effort. 

“Third, make the position of the 
keeper a civil service job. Put in 
charge a trained man. For instance, 
the Woman's Reformatory at Bedford, 
Westchester county, is in charge of 
Miss Davis, a doctor of philosophy and 
an expert on dietetics. She has with 
her a resident woman physician and a 
etaff of teachers. O rthe Girls’ Re- 
formatory at Hudson, in charge of Dr. 
Hortense B. Bruce, a physician. Under 
such. enlightened supervision, there is 
apt to be good housing, good food, 
good clothing, good care. 

Fourth, do some constructive work 
with the inmates to make their lives 
worth while.. This experiment hag al- 
ready been tried with great success by 
the committee on employment of in- 
firm of the State Charities Aid Asso- 
ciation of New York. . 

“Fifth, and finally, install the cot- 
tage system of buildings. That is, a 
number of small connected buildings, 
instead of one large building, with sep- 
arate rooms for inmates insteed 

This will make for 
and decency and happiness, and 
or like-minded inmates may be 
together.”’

HE’S A MUCH-ABUSED CITIZEN 


London, June 18.—For some time the 
tnglish government has adopted the 
‘“hit-him-again, he’s [rish” attitude 
towards the licensed liquor dealer; in 
fact, one might say that the saloon- 
keeper is the most persecuted man in 
England today. His civic rights are 
curtailed, his commercial dignity is de- 
nied, and his profits are being :filched 
by the government. 

Things are going to happen, and it is 
easy to see what after one knows the 
why. 

First, publicang are not allowed to 
sit as justices of the peace. The case 
that is being tried may be one that 
directly concerns their trade, neverthe- 
less people who hold the most fanat- 
ical views on the teetotal question 
are alloweg to sit. Under these con- 
ditions {t is alleged a grave injustice 
has been done to a large section of 
reputable citizens, whose right to sit 
as magistrates should depend solely 
on their character and on their fit- 
ness for the office. 

This injustice, however, is nothing, 
they, they declare, when one consid- 
ers the way they are being bullied by 
the chancellor of the exchquer. Two 
years ago a licensing bill, which pro- 
vided inadequate compensation to a 
merchant for an expired, unrenewable 
license, was submitteg to parliament 
and rejected. Accordingly, eighteen 
months ago, the authors of a finance 
bill deliberately designed to have their 
revenge on the publicans who had 
dared to make a stand in defense of 
their rights and liberties. 

In order to understang the effect of 
their abnormal increase of financial 
obligations one must realize that in 
England the liquor license goes with 
the house and not with the man who 
runs the house. If the property tax 
is high, the license assessment is high 
irrespective of the amount of business 
done by the house.

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evidence of it, and this taken along 
with his history is practically con- 
clusive proof that he has never had 
the disease.

Now if we 
had stopped the treatment here and 
called it a cure, the probabilities are 
that he would be back in my care or 
séOmeone else’s care in just as bad a 
condition, as ever in a few weeks, or 
at the most a few months; and prob- 
ably then his case would have been 
much more difficult to handle, but as 
it is, a little further treatment will 
probably -wind the matter up and make 
it absolutely permanent. 

Then, too, a man has been under a 
treatment for chronic gonorrhea, he 
expects to get married in the near fu- 
ture, and it is exceedingly important 
that we should make no. mistake, 
not what would seem so important to 
the patient as it is to the near future 


helpmeet and those who ceme after. 


As I have said before, the sociolvgi- 
eal side here opens up in great shape 
and becomes a more than ordinary im-

AUTOMOBILE STATUTES 
IN THE NORTH AND EAST 


™ Which May Be Found Some Interesting and Valuable 
Suggestions in Connection With the Framing of an 


Automobile Law for Georgia. 


In view of the fact that the legisla- 
ture, at its coming session, will be con- 
fronted with the necessity of passing 
s0me kind of a law for the regulation 
of automobiles, The Constitution has 
collected copies of the automobile laws 
of several states, which have proved 
most satisfaciory. and presents them 
today in synopsized form. 

The general assembly now has before 
it several bills which seek to regulate 
automobiles, and the {nformation de- 
rived from the laws of other states 
may be of service in framing a satis- 
factory law for Georgia. 

In the majority of instances the laws 
are so similar as to make it appear 
that thev have been modeled after one 
general motor vehicle act. Evidently 
the purpose of all the states has been 
to make their laws conform to others 
as nearly as possible and to gradually 
work @eut an act which will be uniform 
in every material particular. 

The advantage of unifarm laws in al! 
the states is easily apparent, as igno- 
rance of what the law of another state 
may be, when violated, can seldom be 
successfully pleaded. 

In ,he preparation of the laws in 
many of the states, the laws of other 
States have been consulted, with the re- 
sult that pactically the same provisions 
are made in all of them regarding reg- 
istration, license fees, numbers, horns, 
lamps, speed limits and penalties. 

The Massachdésetis Law. 

The automobile law of Massachusetts 
is said to be the strongest and best of 
any law in the couxtry. It is, in brief, 
as follows: 

In order to be allowed to operate any 
sort of motor vehicle din Massachusetts, 
the owner thereof mut secure a license 
to operate the machine, and must also 
register it with thé state highway com- 
mission. Registration fee ranges from 
85 to $25, depénding upon the horse 


power of the car. The applicant must 
make written answer to the following 
questions before a justice of the peace. 
to which he must also have the sworn 
Signature of three persons who know 
him: Date of birth, sex, height, 
weight, color of haid and eyes, whether 
addicted to the use of intoxicants. 
whether convicted since January 1, 
1908, of violating any laws relating to 
the operation of motor vehicles, and 
whether he has any physical or mental] 
infirmity which would interfere with 
the proper management ard eontrol of 
a motor vehicle. 

The applicant must aiso give an ac- 
curate description of his machine, and 
after he has sworn to these facts him- 
seil, he must have three persons over 
years of age, who swear they be 
lieve him to have told the _ truth. 
Numbers must be carried on front and 
rear of machine, which must have 
horn, adequate brakes and lights. 

No person under 16 years of age is 
allowed to operate a machine. All 
chauffeurs must be licensed. When ap- 
proaching a horse or other draft ani- 
mal, the machine must be brought to a 
full stop, !f the animal appears to be 
frightened. It is required that in any 
thickly-settled community the machine 
Shall not be operated ata greater speed 
than 3 miles per hour, in going around 
curves Or in crossing streets. Under 
other conditions, on county roads, a 
speed of 15 miles an hour is allowed. 
Penalty of a fine is provided for viola- 
tion of the provisions of the act, a 
court record is kept of all persons tried 
for violation of any provision of it, 
and when, in the opinion of the high- 
way commission, his license should be 
taken away, the license is at once re- 
voked. 


St 
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The New York Law. 


the law of New York requires that 
the owner of every motor vehicle shall 
register it with the secretary of state, 
and shall secure a license to operate it, 
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giving a brief description of himself 
and his car. The registration fee is $2. 
|'A rate of speed from 6 to 20 miles an 
|hour is allowed, dependent upon the lo- 
lcaiity. Kvery machine operator is re- 
quired to use extreme caution in meet- 
ing Or passing draft animals. The first 
offense is punishable by a fine of not 
more than $20; the second by a fine 
lof not more than $50, and the third by 
,a fine of not more than $100. Other 
requirements are similar tu some of 
those in the Massachusetts law. 
The Ohio Law. 

The owner of a machine in Ohio is 
-required to register his car with the 
‘secretary of state, paying therefor the 
;Sum of $5 for gasoline cars and $3 for 
‘electrics. There must be two number 
plates conspicuously displayed on the 
(car, One on the front and one on the 
.rear. Only number plates furnished by 
, the secretary may be used. Every mo- 
| tor vehicle, during the period from 
‘thirty minutes after sunset to thirty 
‘minutes before sunrise, shall display 
| three white lights. two on the front 
,and one on the rear, and thie rear light 
}must be so placed that it will illumi- 
mate the number of the car. In addi- 
tion, each car must also have a red 
light on the rear. All testers, repair- 
;men and mechanics are required to reg- 
ister as chauffeurs, and dealers and 
manufacturers Of cars are required to 
;Pay an annual registration fee. of $i¥ 
for every car they own. No certificate 
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of registration can be transferred, and 
no fictitious numbers can be used, and 
any chauffeur allowing another person 
to wear his badge is subject to crimi- 
nal prosecution. The idea is to protect 
the public by fixing the identity of any 
person guilty of reckless driving. 
The Connecticut Law. 


Owners of motor vehicles are re- 
quired to register witli the secretary of 
State and secure from him a number 
plate. Bach machine must. carry a 
number in front and a number in the 
réar. No motor vehicle shall be operated 
between the hourg of 9 o'clock in the 
evening and 6 o’clock in the morning 
without the engine being completely 
muffled. No license to operate a car is 
issued to anv verson under 18 years of 
age. The registration fee is from $1 
to $30, depending upon the horse pow- 
er. Any nonrcsident owner ig allowed 
to operate free of charge for at least 
ten days, provided he has complied 
with the laws of his own state. The 
secretary of state may, for any reason 
he deems proper, revoke any automo- 
bile license. When passing or approach- 
ing persons or draft animals, the ma- 
chine shall be under’ perfect control, 
and moving slow enotgh to be stopped 
at a moment’s notice. A full court 
record is kept of every case where a 
person is tried for violating the motor 
vehicle law, and courts and justices of 
the fppeace are required to furnish the 
secretary of state with the details of 
all flagrant violations that may come 
before them and fake whatever rec- 
ommendations they may deem proper. 
Appeals from the decision of the secre- 
tary may be taken to the superior court 
of the county where the appellant re- 
sides. A fee of $1 is allowed the clerk 
of the court or justice of the peace who 
reports the conviction of violators of 
the motor vehicle law. 

Pennsylvania's Laws. 

Pennsylvania requires registration 
with the state highway commission. 
Application for registration must con- 
tain name, residence, address, descrip- 
tion of vehicle and other details. 
Registration fee $5 for less than 20- 
horse power, $10 for 20 to 50-horse 
power, and $15 for over 50-horse pow- 
er. Registration fee for. motorcycles, 
$2. State highway commissioner issues 
registration certificate and two num- 
bered tags, numbers 5 inches high, also 
with maker’s number ,of car, abbre- 
viated name of state and year. Non- 
residents exempt from registration for 
period of ten days if they have com- 
plied with laws of their own states; 
this does not apply to states which do 
not accord same treatment to Tfesi- 
dents of Pennsylvania. One of the 
number tags must be placed on the 
front and other on rear of machine. 
Persons under 18 not allowed to drive 
machines except at discretion of state 
highway commissioner, who must be 
satisfied from tests. Chauffeurs must 
have driver's license, for which they 
pay $2. All licenses expire December 
$1. Licenses expire on transfer,, but 
may be renewed in two months for $1. 
Highway commissioner appoints 
agents for registration at various 
points in state. Fee to dealers and 
manufacturers for demonstration, $5. 
Intoxicated persons prohibited from 
driving autos under penalty of $100 to 
$300, one vyvear imprisonment and sus- 
pension of license six months. Fine 
of $100 for using wrong number. Ma- 
chines must have good brakes, horn or 
other signal device, at least two white 
lights visible 200 feet in direction in 
which machine is going. one red light 
in rear, which must also show on 
number: must sound horn when over- 
taking vehicles or persons: must stop 
when signaled by driver of horse, and. 
when asked, must give name and ad- 
dress. Speed must be reasonable, and 
at no time in excess of 25 miles an 
hour, and on approaching danger signs 
not in excess of 12 miles an hour. Must 
stop on overtaking a street car which 
has stopped to ict passengers off, un- 
til ear starts and passengers are on 
sidewalk. Must ohey all signals _of 
officers, who may arrest without war- 
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rant. Cities and towns not permitted 
to pass ordinances in contravention of 
law. Fine for first violation, $19 to 
$25; second offense, $25 to $50 and 20 
days’ imprisonment; third offense, $50 
to $200 and 30 days’ imprisonment, 
with suspension of license. Revenue to 
be used for improvement of roads in 
state. Fines for exceeding speed limit 
in cities only. go to city treasuries. 
Registration number is prima facie 
evidence in suits. 
The Illinois Law. 

Illinois requires registration with 
the secretary of state, accompanied by 
name, address, description of vehicle, 
ete. The fee is $2, and expires at the 
end of the vear. Certificate of regis- 
tration and number are given appli- 
cant: also seai. which must be at- 
tached to machine. The number, in 
figures 4 inches high, must be display- 
ed on front and rear of machine. The 
machine must carry at least two white 
lights visible 200 feet, and one red 
tail light, also showing On number in 
rear. Lights must be lit one hour 
after sunset up to one hour before 
sunrise. Manufacturers and deal- 
ers must register one vehicle of each 
class. Transfer of machine requires 
registration by purchaser, fee 50 
cents. Registration not required of 
non-residents, Machines must have 
sufficient brakes, horn, etc. Speed limit 
10 miles in eities, 15 miles in towns 
and villages, 20 miles on highways, 6 
miles when turning corner or curve. 
Fine of $200 for racing on public high- 
ways. Must stop for frightened horse 
or when driver signals. Cities and 
towns not permitted to require regis- 
tration and license. Chauffeurs’ license, 
$1: badge furnished. Fine of $200 for 
anyone using vehicle without owner's 
consent. Fines for violation, $5 to 
$200; doubled for second offense, fol- 
lowed by revocation of license and im- 
prisonment in aggravated cases. Rev- 
enue used in repairing roads. 

The Law of Indiana. 


The Indiana law requires that each 
owner shall file a description of his 
ear with the secretary of state, who 
shall give him a license and a number 
for. his vehicle. It is a misdemeanor 
for any person to operate a motor ve- 
hicle while intoxicated or, under. the 
influence of liquor, and any person 
found guilty is punishable by a fine of 
not more than $10@ or six months in 
the chaingang. W passing or meet- 
ing persons riding, @riving or leading 
a horse, the operator of. the car shall 
travel at a speed of’ not more than 6 
miles an hour until such person is 
passed. Upon the raising of the hand 
of persons riding, driving or leading 
horses, the car must be brought to an 
immediate stop. 

The Law of New Jersey. 

Under the law of New Jersey, the 
secretary of state was required to or- 
ganiz> a department of motor vehicle 
registration, and the assistant secre- 
tary of state was made commissioner 
of motor vehicles, with authority to 
issue licenses to owners and operators 
of motor vehicles. The commissioner 
was authorized to appoint a chief in- 
spector of motor vehicles. who should 
have a practical knowledge of the me- 
chanical arrangement of all kinds of 
motor vehicles, and who should pass 
upon the efficiency of the motor ve- 
hicles and the competency of appli- 
eants for iicense. 

The commissioner was also author- 
ized to appoint inspectors, not exceed- 
ing ten in number, to detect violations 
of the law and to assist in its en- 
forcement. The commissioner is au- 
to revoke a license at any 
time he may deem it advisable. Any 
person of 16 ycars or over may secure 
a license after passing a satisfactory 
examination as to his or her ability as 
an operator. The examination includes 
a test as to knowledge of. such por- 
tions of the machine as is necessary 
for safe operation. 
er believes any machine is not a safe 
vehicie to be operated on the roads, 
‘he ig authorized to revoke the license 
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SEEK TO REMEDY 
DELAY AND COSTS 


BarWouldImprove Upon 
Present Legal Procedure. 


A concerted movement is on foot 


among members of the Atlanta Bar As- 
sociation to seek legislative remedy for 


delay and excessive cost in the metn- 
ods of legal procedure. 

A bifl will be introduced at the ap- 
proaching session of the legislature 
with the purpose of carrying out far- 
reaching reform along the line indi- 
cated. 

The enacting part of 
measure is as follows: 

The Proposed Measure. 


“All applications for a new trial, ex- 
cept in extraordinary cases, must be 
made within five. days from the judg- 
ment or decree entered.upon the ver- 
dict. Said application may be amend- 
ed by the addition of other grounds at 
any time prior to the trial therésf. 
The motion for new trial shall be ap- 
proved or verified by the trial judge. 
The application may be filed, heard, de- 
termined and returned in vacation. 
The rule nisi issuing upon the applica- 
tion, with copy of the original and any 
amendments to the motion for new 
trial shall be served upon the opposing 
party, or his counsel, prior to the hear- 
ing of said motion. 

“The motion for new trial shall] be 
heard and determined upon the evi- 
dence, charge of the court, and record 
as it stood upon the trial before the 
jury. If the court does not definitely 
recall the testimony introduced, or any 
part thereof, or the parties are at is- 
sue with reference to the evidence, or 
any part thereof, the court shall have 
the right to order the production of 
any documentary evidence produced 
upon the trial, or to have the sten- 
ographer reporting the testimony read 
his stenographic notes of the testi- 
mony, or to draw out the oral testi- 
mony, or any part thereof, for use by 
the court in refreshing his recollection 
or in determining said issue between 
the parties. 

‘“‘Al) motions for new trial shall be 
heard and determined by the court, 
if possible, within thirty days from 
the date of the filing of the motion for 
new. trial, but,. upon proper cause 
shown, the court may, on or before the 
day set for the hearing, continue the 
hearing and determination of the mo- 
tion to.a later date. On the date set 
for the hearing. the motion st be 
either heard, continued to a later date 

r dismissed. 
£ “The judge shall, in his order, if the 
motion for new trial is granted, speci- 
fy therein the ground or grounds of 
said motion upon which the new trial 
is granted. 

Procedure fer Appeal. 
“The party desiring to appeal from 


the proposed 


‘of the owner. The commissioner is re- 
qufred to keep @ complete record of all 
his acts under the motor vehicle law. 
Motor inspectors are provided with 
badges, and when wearing them dis- 
played may stop any vehicle at any 
time or place and see that it complies 
iwith the law either in equipment, 
identification or otherwise. 

No motor vehicle can be driven on a 
public road or street in a race, or on 
a bet or a wager. A phySician stopped 
for exceeding the speed limit on an 
emergency call shall give his license 
number and the number of his car, and 
be allowed to proceed. Later, such ac- 
tion shall be taken as would have fol- 
lowed had he not been a physician. A 
speed of from one mile in seven min- 
utes to twenty-five miles an hour is 
allowed, dependent upon traffic. Every 
automobile is required to be equipped 
with brakes in good working order, 
Land with two red lights in front and at 
least one red light in rear. Penalties 
for violations of the Jaw vary from $10 
to $500. 


the decision of the court upon the mo- 
tion for new trial, shall, within thirty 
days from the grant or overruling of 
said motion (unless the judge shall, 
upon good cause shown, extend the 
time by order) prepare and file a con- 
densed and succinct brief of the ma- 
terial portions of the oral and docu- 
mentary testimony necessary to a con- 
sideration of the alleged errors to be 
relied upon in the supreme court.

which are to be relied upon by the 
moving party in the supreme court. 
If the motion for new trial is granted, 
the brief shall contain no evidence ex- 
cept such as is material and necessary 
in connection with the 
grounds, upon which the new trial was 
granted. The brief must be approved 
by the court and filed within five 
days therefrom as a part of the record. 

“A bill of exceptions to the grant 
or denial of a motion for new trial 
shall be tendered the trial judge within 
twenty days from the date of the judg- 
ment approving the brief of evidence.” 

What Its Advocates Urge. 

The above proposed measure 
been submitted to distinguished law- 
yers throughout the state, to judges 
of the Atlanta courts and of the su- 
preme court and the court of appeals. 

The matter has received the close at- 
tention of many of the most promi- 
nent members of the Atlanta bar and 
the proposed bill is the result of their 
very careful deliberation. 

A prominent member of the commit- 
tee who has been devoting much time 
and attention to the work and who 
prefers not to have his name used “be- 
cause,” said he, “I am working for a 
principle and not for personal glory,” 
makes the following statement con- 
cerning the proposed measure: ' 

“Any fair lawyer will unhesitatingly 
admit the charges of the layman, that 
the law is too slow and too costly. 
One of the most potential results of 
these truths is shown by the well- 
known fact that the supreme court is 
practically overwhelmed with an 
enormously increased docket, > not- 
withstanding the creation of the court 
of appeals, and that the effort of the 
court now is to determine cases at the 
second term whickK were tried at the 
first term, to avoid their being af- 
firmed by operation of law. A speedy 
business-like determination of the 
cases submitted is neither possible nor 
longer sought for. ° 

“In order to aid the appellate courts, 
further the final determination of a 
cause and decrease the cost. of litiga- 
tion, a reform hag been suggested in 
reference to the present procedure ap- 
plicable to motions for new trials 
which ,it is believed wi!] accomplish 
much good. It has been long known 
that the present method of procedure 
in new trials is obsolete, costly. ineffi- 
cient, and that the other states have 
almost universally adopted an entire- 
ly different procedure. The plan in 
question has been indorsed by the local 
trial judges, the executive committee 
of the local bar association, by the 
different judges of the supreme court 
and by a number of active practition- 
ers.

The Present Plan. 


‘Under the present plan, when a mo- 
tion for new trial is made, it must he 
accompanied with a brief of atl the 
material evidence which was intro- 
duced upon the trial. This requires a 
considerable delay. caused by the sten- 
ographer's having to draw out the 
testimony and the subseauent briefing 
of his report. This not only involves 
delay, but is a very expensive process 
for the litigant, as it costs 20 cents a 
hundred words. This evidence when 
drawn out must then be briefed, with 
all the documentary evidence. Before 
the motion for new trial can be heard, 
this new and costly record must he

prepared. approved and filed. If: the 
court, upon hearing the motion, grants 
a new trial, this expensive record be- 
comes entire waste matter, for the 
well-established rule is that the su- 
preme court will not reverse the first 
rant of a new trial uniess the evi- 
yeh demanded the verdict. As this 
is of but rare occurrence, not one 
grant of a new trial out of a hundred 
is ever taken to the supreme court. 


| rhe time, cost and 


labor in thus pre- 
paring a useless record should be dis- 
pensed with. Frequently months are 
consumed in getting it up and inter- 
vening terms of court are lost to the 
litigants. : 

“Tf the motion for new trial is over- 
ruled, the record thus prepared is en- 
tirely too cumbersome, for it is also 
a rule of the supreme court that they 
will not reverse the trial court in over- 
ruling the motion for new trial upon 
issues of fact if there is any evidence 
to support the verdict. The evidence 
may be overwhelmingly against the 
verdict, but if there is any evidence 
to support it, and the judge has ap- 
proved it, the supreme court will not 
interfere. Thus, under the present 
system, a huge record containing all 
of the evidence is prepared for the 
trial judge to pass on, which is entire- 
lv unnecessary whether the judge 
grants or refuses the motion for new 
trial. 

More Promptness Desired. 


“The plan suggested is to let a mo- 
tion for new trial be promptly made 
and determined by the judge without a 
brief of the evidence, and if the losing 
party desires to go to the supreme 
court, let him then prepare a brief 
of such of the evidence is ma- 
terial. The trial judge needs no brief 
of the evidence: he remembers the 
testimony that was delivered, and is as 
competent to pass upon the question of 
whether the new trial should be grant- 
ed or not upon the record as it stood 
before the jury as he is when he has 
before him the expensive and useless 
brief of evidence. 

“If the brief of evidence is made up 
after the judge has acted upon the mo- 
tion. it would then contain only such 
matters as relate to questions of law, 
and the present enormous briefs of al! 
the evidence would be almost wholly 
eliminated. It is proper, as the proce- 
dure now stands, for a lawyer to brief 
all of the evidence, because the law 
requires it. But after the court has 
disposed of the motion and exercised 
his discretion there ts no longer any 
use to take up all the evidence, and 
the questions of law upon which he 
must rely alone to obtain a reversal 
in the supréme court will be accom- 
panied by only such evidence as re- 
lates to these legal questions. 

“As an illustration of the waste ana 
cost involved in the present procedure, 
the following incident can be related: 
Recently a case was tried involving 
the dedication of a street. Over two 
weeks were consumed in the trial. 
Hundreds of ancient maps were dug 
up and introduced and a large number 
of old citizens testified. The losin 
party made a motion for new trial, an 
it required several months to copy 
these plats and brief the testimony at 
a cost of several hundred dollars. A. 
new trial was granted because, by ac- 
cident, a set of interrogatories were 
sent ovt to the jury with the other pa- 
pers. If the party moving had filed a 
copy of the Koran it would have cost 
less and been of just the same value.
